_GIRL’S OUTBURST.

te Go to Jail” 


The smuggling of Melt opium into the Colony has incrensed of 
late, and on Friday afternoon, after the arrival of the us. Chengtu 


und 8.8, Venezia, Revenue Officers made a haul of not less than B174 
tuels of raw and 148 tacla of prepared opium. 
Three men, one youth and a boat sirl were involved, and all 


five were produced before Mr. R. E. Lindsell yesterday. 


One of the men, Li Wai-sang, the Chinese bontswain of the 
Chengtu, was charged with the unlawful possession of 1,765 taels 


of the raw opium. 


He denied all knowledge of the drug, saying that it was found 
in a part of the ship which was under the control of the ship's com. 


pradore, 


Revenue Officer~Grimmitt, who 
orosecuted, told the “Mfagistrate 


‘that he had arrested the accused 
because he appeared to ‘know|* 


something about the drug. He 
proposed to presznt the facts of 


{the case of his Worship and leave 
“it to him to decide. 


:Dealing with the discovery of 
the:opium, Mr. Grimmitt explain- 
ed that in the after part of the 
ship, next to the aft hold, there 
is a. bullion room, the key’ of 
which, when the room was empty, 
was in the charge of the accused. 

On Friday he (Mr. Grimmitt) 
received information .that he 
would find opium if he searched 
the bullion room. He went on 
board and asked for the key to 
the room. The accused sent his 
sesistant along with the key. 
When Mr. Grimmitt said that he 
wanted to sce the boatswain him- 
self, - the accused came but he 
would not go down-with him, and 
tried to run away. This, Mr, 
Grimmitt suggested, showed that 
the accused knew of the presence 
of the opium. When he was made 
to go down, accused immediately 
told the Revenue Officer, in Kng- 
lish: “Only this room is in my 
charge. Anything‘on the other 
elde I don’t know anything about.” 

Mr. Grimmitt sajd that by “the 
other side’ accused meant the 
after hold which jcommunicated 
with the bullion room by a water 
tight door. ‘This door Mr. 
Grimmitt: found ‘was open _al- 
though it was supposed to he shut. 
when the after hold was filled. A 
search in the holds just beyond 
this door, resulted in the dis- 
eovery of the raw opium hidden 
amongst some bags of sugar 
which was the eargo in the hold. 

Concealed in Bunker, 

Proceeding, Mr. Grimmitt said 

that in fairness to the accused. he 


‘}must mention that subsequently 


nnother 2,000 odd -taels of the 
drug was found concealed in tho 
coal bunker, and when inquirics 
were made it was found that the 
No. 1 Fireman and one of the 


‘jstevedores had absconded. 


The opium could have got into 
the after hold in only two ways, 
either it was put there’before the 
eargo‘of sugar, or it was put in 
through the water tight door 
from the bullion room. Of course, 
he could not prove which way it 
got there. The accused had been 
employed by Messrs. Butterfield 
and Swire, owners of the Chengtu, 
for 27 years, and it was in his 
favour that he had not been In 
trouble before, 

Mr. Lindsell said that the cfc 
cumstances under which the 
opium was found. with the water 
tight door.open was suspicious, 
but he thought that it was un. 
safe to convict as the evidence of 
the accused's behaviour before and 
after tho discovery of the drug 
only ‘showed that he knew it was 
there.

CREDITORS’ OBJECTIONS. 

Jn the Bankruptcy: Court yos- 
terday, , before the Chicf | Justice, 
Sir Josoph Kemp, Messrs. G P. 
nnd H, A; Lammert made upplica- 
tlon for discharge in re an ad- 
judieation made against them in 
1925, ~." 

Mr. T. J. Prior uppeared for 
debtors, whilat Mr. N,V, AL 
Croucher opposed tho application In 
his capacity of partner in Mosars. 
Bonjamin and Potta, creditors. ' 

Mr. Prior, in opening the case, re- 
viewed the circumstances, after 
stating that the whole matter had 
heen gone Into at length at the hear- 
ings some years Axo. Tho cause of 
inavlvency, he stated, was the loss 
suffered through the fall in v@ue of 
loca! shares in the year 1925, 
Debtora were also concerned with 
other holdera of local shares, who 
algo suffered’ losses, In the’ year 
1925 local shares depreciated from 
40 to 75 per cent, from their value 
in 1924 The debtors were solvent 
in 1924, and in Jiine. 1926 their 
difficulties began. 

The report of the Official Receiver, 
which would be’ read, would show 
that he’ was quite. friendly to 
debtors, and. so wore the body of 
eroditors. There was one point, it 
was admitted, that ‘went against 
{mmedinte discharge, and that was 
the smallness of the dividend, which 
wag only one per cent. with a pro- 
spect of 2 ar 2% per cent, more, to 
make a‘ total of 3’lo 84%. ° Debtors 
hid, however, waifed~ a period of 
five years before making thd present 
appliculion, “I think + that as 
debtors have waited for so long the 
only syspension Your Lordship may 
care to impose should be a nominal 
one" concluded Counsel, .

PRACTICALLY NO EMPLOYMENT 
FOR DISCHARGED MEN. 


Kuala Lumpur, June 6. 

A general committee meeting of 
the Discharged Prisoners’ Afd 
Socloty will be hald at the Selan- 
gor Chinese Chamber of Commerce 
premises on Saturday, when Mr. 
Loke Chow-thye, President of tho 
Society, will submit the annual re- 
port and statement of accounts. 
From these wo learn that during 
the year under roviow fourteon 
prisoners were helped by this 
Sovlety--10 Chinese, threo Tamils 
ang one Ceylonese. Work was 
found for one. The rest wore 
givon monetary asslatance. The 
Coylonese, Weerakkody, was holp- 
ed four timos, the various sumo 
given to him with the approval of 
the Execullve Committeo amount- 
Ing to $195. The reason why work 
could not be found -for these dia- 
charged prisoners was mainly duo 
to tho prevatling slump. Anothor 
reason was because employers had 
Hittle or no Inclination to ongago 
discharged prisoners for any kind 
of work.

reservolr there is some wooded 
country In whith quite large bushes 
of Musauenda eroaa, the shrub with 
the large leaflike white sepals, may 
be sven. The flowers of this 
shrub nre now. nearly over but 
Rhodomyrtus tomentosa is atill in 
‘bloom. The catch-water, which col- 
jects water from the northern 
slopes of -the Lian rock and neigh- 
bouring mountning and leada it into 
the Kowloon reservoir, ia an excel- 
lent locality for butterfiics. Hore 
are apecics which I have observed 
in no other part of the Colony,— 
entomologists could make a good 
catch If they visited this place. °

We cousted down the hill to Sha 
Tin attaining ulmost a dangerous 
speed round some of the cornera:— 
no my. friend Js not a Scot! Just 
beyond the village TI noticed walk- 
Ing towards us a number of Chinese 
youths equipped with Jong bamboo 
poles, — presumably fishing | rods, 
and queer shaped cane baskets, A 
halt. ia made and we jumped out and 
interrognted the boys. They had 
been fishing in the shallow sandy- 
bottomed seas near Sha Tin, whilst 
the tide was coming in, using small 
worms as batt. Their haul mostly 
consikted of a apectes of ‘small fish 
cnlled Sa Chun or-sand eels [ offer. 
ed 10 cents for 10 and the offer 
being aceepted laid my spoil on the 
aruas by the rond-side, A  Curther 
Inupeetion of the baskets revenled a 
few other species including some 
small apeeimens of Lap Yut and_g, 
single vperlmen of, a atemnge bottom 
fish culled by the boys Nyum Yul. 
In one basket was dne of thoxe 


smull shell fish, 


eurlous “puffers," or “globe Aah,” 
Kal Po Yul, this fellow was olive- 
brown with yellow spota and with 
white sldes and belly. I found 
three more “ylobe fishes,” another 
Apecics, these were slate grey on top 
With white sides and belly. The 
firat of these fishes was allve and on 
stroking it gently St gulped In large 
quantities of alr, until its) volume 
hod doubled, * These strange fishes 
fre poisonous and are one of the 
very fow fyh which are not eaten 
by the Chjfese, they, the fish, may 
Often be/aeen on shores of sandy 
bays at Cheung Chau and other 
fishing villages amongst the jetsam 
thrown onto the beach by the fisher- 
men, I offered anéther 10 cents for 
theso spocimens and was given in 
addition some’ more Sa Chun which 
T accopted, Wo sat by the road- 
sido and made notes of the colours 
of the different species we had 
acquired,

It included “silver 
pennies” that were used In the tenth 
century, and silver halfpence and 
farthings that were minted at 
Durhant Newcastle, York, Bristol 
and Berwick during the, reign of 
Edward IM. There is also the 
famous double penny of Henry IL 
which fetched £250 nt a sale in 
1920, This remarkable coin, atruck 
at Canterbury, probably nbout 1260, 
weighs 45.8 grains. Tha Oxford 
Crown of 1644 is particularly inter- 
esting. It bears an equestrian 
figure of Charles 1, holding a drawn 


of Oxford, with {ts name, Oxon, 
placed immediately under the horae, 
between two steeples, The lexend 
“Bxurgat Dous diastpentur inimfcl” 
and also the abbreviated form in 
Latin of the King's declaration that 
ho took up arms {n defence of the 
Frotestunt religion,” the laws of 
England and the Hbertles of Par-

Colns minted during the reign of 
Charles I are of great interest to 
collectors because when the King 
had to flee from one place to an- 
other, ha had recourse during his 
stay in various baronial castles to a 
method of providing himacit with 
money to pay the troops, which con- 
alated of Issulrig coina from tempor- 
ary mints, These were ehtirely of 
silver and irregular In shape and 
usually bore a representation of the 
enatle whore they were struck.

Two soa-poing, jungle and desert 
conquering automobiles’ are now 
fighting their way from Washington 
to Huonss Aires, carrying a college 
Vrofessur and three students in the 
interest of n Pan-American highway 
system projeet, ~~ aaa 

The tour i .sponsored by William 
ind Mary College at Witliamsburg, 
Va. the second oldest college in the 
United Statas, . 

The lester of the expedition is Dr, 
Kugene Camillng sranchi, former 
lieutenant’ commander in the Italian 
Navy, now a naturalised citizen of 


| the United States, and hero gf many 
udventuruus exploits, 


Dr. Branchi 
is’ egtessur of Romance Languages 
ut Wil and Mary, : 

The cars, Ford sedans, will make 
every mile of the perilous, journey 
under thelr own power—or Dr. 
Branchi will consider the trip un- 
successtul, When rivers or ‘sens 
must be navigated, pontoons earried 
in the r compartment will be in- 
fated end the ” automobiles floated 
upon theni, “he sea-going automo- 
bile then will be propelled by paddle 
Wheels substituted for the rubber 
tyred rear wheels and power from 
its own engine. 

Vast stretches of, tropical jungle 
andy equatorial swamp block the 
motorists’ iway. Where no highways 

. lable, but rallways have 
been built, Dr. Branchi and the stu- 
dents will Substitute flanged wheels 
and roll along over the - tracks. 
Where no railways have been built 
and the jungla has no trails they 
will put to sea. One such stretch 
will tuke them more than a hundred 
miles over the blue waters of the 
tropical Pacific, 

Dr. ranchi says the Purposes of 
his expedition are threefold, 

First iy the project for a Pan- 
Americnn highway system too 
visionary to be possible of realisa- 
tion? Dr. Branchi insists that it fa 
not, . 

He admits {t will cost millions, 
He atlmits it ‘will involve years of 
sanitation work, like that done in 
the Panama Canal Zone. ¥ 

Bul, assuming that the peoples of 
North, ‘Contral and South America 
can be awakened to the “benefits 
which would come to them from 
such a system, the preliminary work 
can be done, construction crews with 
picks, shovela and concrete mixers 
sent in, and the roadway connecting 
the continents become t reality in 
ten yenrs, he declared, 


The Dynamle Doctor. 


The dynamle doctor—he brought 
a degree of “ductor of naval sctence” 
with him from Italy—points out the 
marvellous influence that roadways 
have had upon modern civilisation, 
and declnres that ff this project Is 
accomplished, that It will have an 
inenlculnble effect upon the relutiona 
among the fourtesn nations-through 
Which it will pasa. 


His eveond purpose {ta educational. 
The three students .he haa taken 
with him, Néill Arnette of Seattle, 
Julian Chandler, son of the presi- 
dent of Willam and Mary College 
and Franels Hoyea of New York, 
will be given credit for the studies 
which thoy will continue under Dr, 
Branchl.

The Automobile Association of 
America and witlous eitomobile 
organisations are watching the 
Branchi experinient with great in- 
terest, as are Chambers of Com- 
merce along his route, 

Dr. Branch{ expressed confidence 
before leaving Washington that he 
would obtain the Signature of the 
Presidents of fourtcen Republics 
endorsing his all-Amerieng highway 
project. He will, of course, bring 
it to the attention of many other 
officials, 

; The Route. 


The William and Mary expedition 
schedule called’ for leaving United 
States soil at Laredo on February 
6. From there the route lies 
straight southward to Montarey, 
Cuidad, Victoria, Tampico, Mexico 
City, Puebla, Tehuantopee and 
Tapahula. : 

Leaving Mexico for Guatemala, 
they will visit Guatemala City and 
then work — southward through 
Salvador, Honduras, Nicaragun and 
Costz Rien to Panama, 

Then the most adventurous part 
of thejr trip will begin. Obstacles 
to be encountered are enormous; 
mountain chains, dense vegetation 
in the torrid zone Infested with 
dangerous animals, beri-beri and 
yellow fever, hostlle Indian tribes, 
hundreds of treacherous rivers and 
quick sands in which everything 
sinks and disappears, : 

The region between the Panama 
Canal and Northern Colombia is a 
veritable “terra incognita” which no 
white man Is known to have crossed. 
Vast canatorial swamps, infested 
with savage animals, death dealing 
reptiles and fnnocent looking in- 
sects which bring terrible diseases 
await the voyageurs, 

Swarms of Vampires. 

Indicative of the terrors which 
ure to be met and overcome, it is 
pointed out that the bata are so 
numerous that villages have some- 
times had to be Jeft to their undis- 
puted occupancy, The inhabitants 
have withdrawn, with all thelr Hvye- 
stock, before the swarms of migra- 
tory vampires which jn a single 
night can bleed the atrongest animal 
to death. 

Besides the alHgator, which 
swarms in many rivers, the almost 
endleas varlety of Central American 
reptiles inelude the venomous 
corall, taboba, culebra de sangre and 
rattlesnnke, iguanas of great alze, 
scorplons and large lizards said to 
be polnonoun, But most dangerous 
of all perhaps, is the mosquito which 
carries the dreaded yellow fever, 

From Panama the colleytans will 
become sea-farlng motorists, aniling 
the Pacific on thelr pontouns, pro- 
pelled by the paddle wheels to a 
point on the west const of.

16,000 feet un their way to Mendoza, 
San Luis and thely destination, 
Buenos Aires, The elevated plateaus 
between the high ranges are semi- 
arid and inhospitable, and are 
covered with extensive — saline 
basins, which become lagoons In 
the wet scugon and morayses or dry 
salt pang in the dry season, 

The students making the trip are 
proud of the fact that the college 
of William and Mary has organised 
the first automobile , trip from 
North te South America, They 
point out that no other college in 
the Unite States is more entitled

of other nations. . 
~ William and) = Mary College has 
other claims to distinctlon which 
imake particularly appropriate ite 
sponsorship of tho expedition. 
Washington and Jefferson both Jlved 
within tho college walls, It was 
the first college in the United States 
to teach Spanish,

Italian newspapers, 

A Speed Record, 

One of his most daring adven- 
tures was to take 2 small motor 
speed boat acrosy the Mediterranean 
Sea. He was unaccompanied: on 
this trip, for which he claims a 
speep record.

When the Bluo Train from the 
Riviora, onc of the most famous of 
Continonta! expresacs, recently drow 
up dend on thme at Calais, a British 
motor car, all plastered in mud, was 
parked alongside the platform. 

Two young Britons, unshaven, 
with red-rimmed eyea and almost as 
dirty a9 the car, stood by and greot- 
ed the train with cheers, Thoy had 
raced this world-famous express 
right ‘from St. Raphael on tho 
Medltorrarican, and they had won by 
twenty minutes, 

The horoos of this epleode were 
Mr, D, Noble and Mr. F. Bonnett, 
‘who had been paying o visit to the 
Riviera, a 

For twenty hours on end through 
all the night and half the day, these 
two adventurers raced the Blue 
Train In their gallant little car, from 
sea to sea across 750. miles of 
France, 

They were at times slightly ahead 
of the express on ‘schedule and well 
behind ft at others. . 

While the lordly Blue Train 
roared along on its metals, sdcure 
from trouble, the two travellers in 
their motor car were handicapped 
by fog, level-crossings, and deep 
water-courses, in addition to tho 
normal obstacles on the great high- 
way. 

The Blue Train left St. Raphael 
at 6.30 p.m.

‘DANGERS. 


MINISTER ON “ ANIMATED 
IRONMONGERY.” 


The Minister of Transport: (Mr. 
Herbort Morrison), at‘ meoting of 
the Standing Contmittes’ of tho 
House vf Commons, which 1s con- 
sldoring tho Road Traffic Bill, on 
May 4 expressod tha urgent need 
for keoping “animated fronmon- 
gors” off the ronds on days such aa 
Bank Holldays, Derby Days and 
Cup final days, when the roads 
were congested with trafic. 

An amendment moved by Colonel 
Moward Bury (C. Chelmsford), 
and supported by Colonel Wilfrid 
Aghley, Minister of Transport in 
the last Government, sought ‘to 
exempt froni the, provision .of the 
Bill rogarding | public service 
vehiclen those vehicles used only 
for oceastonal seasonal Journoys. 

Supporters of the amendment 
Stressed particularly the cascs of 
men who took their vohicles out to 
convey people to the Derby, the 
Cup Final, and to resorts on Bank 
Holidays, 

“I cunnot see,” replied Mr. Mor- 
rison, “that a man who brings out 
his vehicle on such days is any 
the less in, need of public control 
for that day than the man who 
has got a regular public service 
vehicle licence. There js a great 
deal to be said for the view. that 
there ts need for particular con- 
trol on such days. 

“Amendments are inevitable, and 


we certainly do not want’ to run’ 


the "risk of what one might call 
‘animated fronmongery! coming on 
to the ronda on such occasions.”

MAKING MOTORS | 


“MIND... 


HELPFUL HINTS FOR THE 
MOTORIST. 


(By H. A. Alfoth,- Servico 
Manager of General Motora Ex- 
port Company.) ” 

The oil filter cartridge, which 
removes carbon and gritty sub- 
stances from the engine oll, 
should be renewed at least overy 
10,000 miles. The cartridge be. 
comes clogged with sediment and 
is usually ineffective after this 
amount of mileage. Any water 
or dirt which tho: gasoline filter 
has removed from the fuel may 
be seon in the glass bowl. It ia 
advisable to inspect the filter oc- 
casionally and remove and clean 
the bow! when water or dirt is, 
visible. 

Most electrical circuits. in an 
iutomobile are of the tyng known 
as single wire, grounded circuit- 


systems. The ground connections |- 


should be examined regularly 
and tightened, if loose, to avoid 
possible difficulty fn the electric 
system. 4 wire circuit connects 
one of the battery terminals to the 
instruments and lamps, the other 
battery terminal and one terminal 
of cach instrument and lamp are 
grounded to the frame and’ metal 
parts of the car, forming 1 com- 
plete circuit, The storage battery 
is usually attached to the frame 


of the car by a short piece of|. 


flexible cable, .This is a very im- 
portant ground connection and; 
like all others; should be kept 
tight and free from corrosion... A 
loose instrument or lamp con- 
nection may effect only the unit 
itself, but a loose or. imperfect 
battery ground connection | will 
affect the entire electrical system. 
Starting motors require, momen- 
turily, a considerable amount of 
eurrent and will not operate effi- 
ciently if poor connections ob- 
struct the flow of current. Burn. 
ed out lamps, stalled engines and 
partially charged batteries ure 
frequently, the result of loose or 
broken ground connections. A 
simple inspection now and then 
will eliminate such occurrences. 

Also. check the solution level in 
the battery at least every week or 
ten days. Keep it midway be- 
tween the top of the plates and 
the top of-the cells, using only 
pure distilled water to bring up 
the level of the solution. 

Overheating may be the result 
of various. conditions, one of the 
most frequent of Which {s in. 
sufficient water in the cooling 
system, traceable to leaks at loose 
connections, lenks in the radiator 
core or pump shaft packing. An. 
other cause is poor circulation due 
to obstructions in the water pas- 
fages such as sediment or scale 
formations, flakes of softened 
rubber -from deteriorated hogs: 
connections, etc. Loose fan. belts 
are also a source of trouble. In 
some engines the fan shaft is also 
the water pump shaft and if the 
fan belt ia loose, both water and 
air circulation is affected.. ‘An in- 
vestigation to determine the cause 
of overheating should include the 
ignition timing, amount and con. 
dition of lubricating oil in the 
engine, and the carburettor and 
brake adjustments, 

When the ignition is irregular 
and spark pluga are known to be 
in good condition, inspect the 
spark-plug cables, Cracks in the 
insulation, caused by high tem- 
peratures and escaping oil, per- 
mit the high tension current to 
escape before it reaches the spark 
plug, if the cables are near the 
cylinder block or other metal parts 
of the engine, : 


The presence of oil in the water |" 


of the radiator is an indication of 
an over-lubricated pump shaft 
bearing or a lenk between the 
compression chamber and the 
water jackets, In the case of the 
latter, it is usually the forerun- 
ner of a hlown-out cylinder head 
gasket and should be attended to 
without delay. The cylinder head 
bolts may require tightening or 
the gasket replaced. * 

Although the carburettor {s 
comparatively simple in its 
mechanism, the car owner should 
not attempt to alter the adjuat- 
ment unless he is experienced in 
carburettor adjustments and is 
fomillar with tle characteristics 
of the engine. It fs much better 
to send the car to the service sta. 
tion, Many ills of the engine 
that aro laid to the carburettor, 
fro frequently caused by some- 
thing else. 

Springs are conatantly subject- 
ed to heavy strains, Spring holts 
and clips portelonnlly need 
tightening. ‘loo much looseness 
of nuts on clips and U-bolts may 
result in leaf breakage,

The Alipore Trial. 


Culeutta, “Yesterday. 

The special tribunal at Alipore 

has completed the trial of 27 
Bengalis charged with conspiracy 
to manufacture or possess explo- 
sives. 
Two of the lenders, Niranjan 
and Sengupte, have been sentenc- 
ed to transportation for 10 years. 
Five others were sentenced to 
seven years’ rigorous imprison- 
ment, and 11 to terms of rigor- 
ous imprisonment ranging from 
three to five years. 

Fight have been acquitted; of 
these four were immediately re- 
arrested under the Bengal Ordin- 
ance. Out of 27 one turned ap 
prover and was pardoned.

The hearing, of the ense In which 
Ajun Khan, was charged with mali- 
ciously eutting and wounding‘ Noor 
Mohammed at the Star Ferry on 
May 5. was éoncluded before Mr.

Inspector Ogy prosecuted, while 
the defendant was represented by 
Mr, Leo d’Almnda, jun,, instructed 
by Mr. Leo d'Almada, sen. ; 


Giving evidence for the prosecu- 
tun Dr. Georgo Hareld Thomas, of 
the Government Civil Hospital, anid ~ 
that Noor Mohammed was admitted 
there on May 6 at six o'clock in the 
evening. He was suffering from a 
severe wound at the back of the left 
thigh. It was a slightly curved, 
clean cut, about six Inches long, and 
about four to five inches deep. 
Several muscular ends wore dangl- 
ing out. The doctor stitched them 
up, and ‘put the Injured man In 
hospftal. His health was not affected 
in nny way, and Mohammed pulled 
through very” well, being discharged 
ten days later. io 

When asked by the Magistrate 
whether the knife in Court could 
have caused the wound, the doctor 
replied that it might, and’ added in 
reply to a further query that not 
much force could have been used, 05 
the blade was very sharp. 

Counsel for the defence then de- 
monstrated, ‘to. the best of his 
abillty, the stiggested manner in 
which the knife was used in the 
alleged struggle. : 

“The Defence. 


Addressing the Bench, Mr. 
d’Almada said he would lke to re: . 
mind his Worship of the facta both 
for the proaccution and: the defence. 
The whole evidence of the case for 
the Crown lay in the evidonce of the 
Automobllo Assocfation witness, 
who was ubout twelve yards away at 
the time of the occurrence, and must 
haya had his view obstructed by the 
motor-buscs. Counsel pointed. out 
that the Indian Sergeant's evidence 
was very unsatisfactory, ag he was 
admittedly some distance off from 
the fighters. ; 

Continuing, Counsel sald thero . 
must have been a struggle, ‘and na- 
turally the positions of both men, 
assailant and, complainant, must 
have changed about, One was In- 
jured. 
ant’s story wis also unsatisfactory, 
and he (Counsel) had purposely de- 
mandod Dr. Thomas to come to 
Court and any that It was possible 
that the wound might have been in- 
flicted by twisting the complainant's 
left wrist. In view of the doubts in 
the case, Counsel said that defen- 
dant should get the benefit of them 
and be entitled to a discharge. 

Very Improbable.
